Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-13 are allowable. 

The present invention pertains to an LSI test assembly that supplies test signals 
between an LSI tester and a target LSI or LSI under test. The claimed invention recites 
features such as: "... the assembly comprising ... a peripheral circuit coupled to the 
target LSI and allowing the target LSI to operate in the same manner as in actual 
operation; a first clock generator for generating a first clock as a reference clock for the 
actual operation in the target LSI; a second clock generator for generating a second 
clock to allow the target LSI to obtain the test signal from the LSI tester; a third clock 
generator for generating a third clock to allow the target LSI to output a test result 
signal, wherein the first clock, and second clock, and the third clock are asynchronous 
with each other; and a printed circuit board on which the peripheral circuit and the first, 
second, and third clock generators are mounted."
